Laying the Corner Stone. 


In the very appropriate 
address 
de- 


livered at the 
laying of the corner 


stone of the M. E. Church South, in 
this city yesterday, 
the orator alluded 


to a subject, whether

cast it aside as counterfeit. 
Men are 


still discussing 
tho question of the in- 


spiration of the Scriptures. 
The ellbrt 


is not directed 
bo much 
to show in 


what 
the inspiration 
consists, 
as to 


establish 
the 
fact of its existence. 


How can we decide whether the Bible 
is inspired 
or 
not, 
without 
some 


knowledge of what inspiration is? We 
discuss the question 
whether it is so 


forever, quoting authorities and reiter- 
ating the supposed 
fact, without mak- 


ing any 
progress 
toward a definite 


conclusion; 
but if we have an idea of 


what inspiration 
is, and unfold that 


idea 
and 
apply it to the Bible, the 


question 
of fact 
is settled 
at once. 


"God is love," and as all inspiration 
emanates 
from Him, it must 
be filled 


with His nature. 
This grand principle 


of charity, 
running 
through 
this 


Divine Book, lifts its divinity above 
the shadow of a doubt in the minds of 
all good men. 
The question whether 


the Bible is inspired 
or not docs occur 


to them. 
They have 
the key, the 


test, 
within 
themselves, 
convincing 


beyond 
:i doubt 
that this great reser- 


voir of charity did not emanate 
from 


finite minds. 
They are 
absorbed 
in 


learning what God teaches rather than 
trying to settle the question 
whether 


it is God who is teaching. 


IRRIGATION. 


Itml nis 
''nt Heretofore?How 
we 


May Improve lv the Future?Plenty 
of Wists-r far Irrigation, 


[From 
the f'ulirornla Christian 
Advocate.] 


Will you please permit me to make 


a few statements 
through the columns 


of your paper 
in reference 
to the 


question of water, which is at present 
attracting 
so much 
attention, 
and 


which is of vital importance to the 
growth and prosperity of this city and 
country. 
When T came here, twenty- 


five years 
ago, there were 
but very 


few acres of land irrigated below Sev- 
enth street, 
F.ast of Main street, and 


not an acre anywhere 
West of Main 


street; yet many of our old citizens 
thought we had as much 
land 
under 


cultivation as could be watered 
from 


the Los Angeles river. 
But we have 


gradually extended our ditches tillwe 
have 
ten acres 
under cultivation for 


every one we had then, and yet (here 
are 
volumes 
of 
water 
running 
to 


waste through the neglect or misman- 
agement of the City Fathers. 
From 


my own personal 
experience 
in irri- 


gating, 
T wish to show 
the voters of 


this city and county, as well as stran- 
gers who are perfectly enraptured with 
our country, that we have 
an abund- 


ance of waller, if properly utilized, to 
irrigate all the lauds from the 


FOOTHILLS TO THE OCEAN. 


We have at present 
nine ditches, 


affording what is called two heads of 
water each. 
Now, one of those heads 


of water willirrigate or flood twenty- 
five acres in twelve hours, if the land 
is in proper condition 
and the water 


well managed. 
Using this water day 


and night, we could 
irrigate 50 acres 
with each head; 
and having 
18 heads, 
We WOlllU UH nine a_.i_«, 
M>? 
oj Imiira 
to irrigate 900 acres, or 2,700 acres in 
one month. 
This quantity of water 


can be doubled by fiinning a few miles 
aud proper management, 
so thut in the 


same 
time (one month) 
we can irri- 


gate 5,400 acres. 


And this is not the extent of our re- 


sources, for at a comparatively 
small 


cost we can build reservoirs 
or dams 


that can be filled from the river in the 
Winter season when the water is run- 
ning to waste. 
Thus we could double 


the quantity of water 
again, 
and be 


able to irrigate one hundred thousand 
eight 
hundred 
acres 
of land, or an 


area nine miles wide to the 
sea. 
But 


it is claimed that this would run 
the

IT WOULD PAY OR NOT. 


Under 
the 
present 
water 
system 


there are nine ditches, affording eigh- 
teen heads of water, that are 
sold at 


an average 
of three dollars 
per day 


aud night for each 
head 
of water, 


which makes 
$54 per day, or $1,620 


per month, or $9,725 for six months. 
Reasoning from analogy, itwould pay 
interest on $50,000 at one and one-half 
per 
cent, per month 
to double 
the 


quantity of water; and to quadruple 
it would pay to make an 
investment 


of one 
hundred 
and fifty thousand 


dollars 
by the sale of water alone. 


Besides 
this, it would 
increase 
or 


raise the value of one hundred 
thous- 


and acres 
of land from 
$25 to $200, 


and give homes to fiftythousand fam- 
ilies, increase 
the value 
of the land 


already irrigated, and give rise to a 
system 
of reservoirs 
that 
could 
be 


filled from the San Gabriel and Santa 
Ana rivers. 
Thus, in a few years, 
wo 


could furnish homes iv the finest 
cli- 


mate in the world for 


ALMOST TWO MILLION PEOPLE, 


As every acre, if properly cultivated, 
ia capable of supporting 
a family of 


five persons. 
I am well aware 
that 


these statements 
will be considered 


absurd 
by 
the 
most 
of the people 


everywhere, 
but I know what I am 


asserting, 
as I have been 
a tiller of 


the 
soil 
from 
my 
boyhood 
in 


Tennessee, 
Arkansas, 
Texas 
and 


California. 
And when I look back 


to the time I worked, for twelve and 
one-half cents per day and plowed the 
ground five times for fifteen bushels of 
corn to the acre, I am fully prepared 
to make the above statements, 
aud ar- 


rive at my conclusions in this wise: In 
the Eastern States there are thousands 
of acres ofland where one man cannot 
cultivate more 
than 25 acres 
and get 


more than 15 bushels to the acre,whicu 
would be 375 bushels, and yet he must 
make a living for his family; while 
here he can raise a crop of corn, 
100 


bushels to the acre, 
aud on the same 


laud at the same 
time (lye tons of 


pumpkins, then 
250 to 300 jushels of 


potatoes, 
and get them 
oft' in time to 


raise a crop of cabbages, 
at least ten 


to twelve tons?and 
all this can be done 


in twelve months on land that can be 
irrigated. 


BUT THIS IS NOT THE BEST 
USE 


That can be made of our lands. 
They 


should be planted intropical and semi- 
tropical fruits, to be shipped 
to the 


other parts of the world and exchanged 
for other products. 
Let us turn, then, 


for 
a 
moment 
to the 
semi-tropical 


fruits, to see if a man 
can 
support a 


familyon one acre of land. In the first 
place we willplant an acre ivEnglish 
walnuts, say thirty trees; those trees, 
when they arrive 
at maturity, 
will 


produce from 200 to 300 pounds to the 
tree. 
1 paid fifteen cents per pound 
for 000 pounds, 
the cropfrom two trees, 


one year, but suppose each tree yields 
200 pounds, 30 trees would yield 0,000 
pounds; reckon them at five cents per 
pound and we have $300 per acre. 


But we willplant au acre in orange 


trees, ami see how they will pan out. 
Let us put eighty 
trees 
to an acre; 


these trees will produce, at 20 years of 
age, from 3,000 to 5,000 oranges 
to the 


tree, but we will place the number at 
2,000, and for the sake of accommodat- 
ing those who think the market will 
be overdone, we will value 
them at 


one-half a cent apiece 
(but I think 


they will not be tins low in the next 
one 
hundred 
years); 
thus, 
one 
tree 


willyield $10, and 80 trees, or an acre, 
$800.

Pentalpha Lodge, No. 202, F. & A. M., 
joined yesterday as representatives 
of 


the Grand Lodge of the State, in lay- 
ing the corner 
stone 
of tbe M. Jti. 


Church South. 
The procession, which 


was announced to start at 10 a. M.,was 
delayed until about half past 
11 before 


leaving the'Masonic 
Hall. 
It was 


headed by Piepenberg's 
band and the 


line was 
made up of seventy-eight 


members of the Order, including so- 
journing brothers and grand 
officers. 


The line of March was taken up Spring 
and Main streets to the Plaza, counter- 
march 
on 
Main to 
Fourth, 
across 


Fourth to Spring, 
and thence 
to the 


place of ceremonies. 
The members 


wore the usual 
Masonic regalia?the 


plain white apron?and 
the officers 


their proper insignias, making in line 
an in1Ilosing display. 


Arriving in front 
of the 
church 


grounds, the column was halted,while 
a view of the scene 
was 
taken 
by 


Messrs. 
Williams & Smith, from the 


roof of a house across 
the way. 
The 


procession 
then filed into the grounds 


and 
took position 
upon 
a platform 


erected 
in front of the church. 
A 


large number of spectators 
were also 


present, 
wiio were seated 
within the 


frame of the church, a temporary floor 
having been laid for their accommoda- 
tion. 
The idea of laying the corner 


stone of an edifice when it is already 
advanced 
In construction 
is somewhat 


novel to us, but the ceremonies 
were 


not the less appropriate 
therefor and 


all were 
much better accommodated 


than they would have been 
if com- 


pelled to stand upon tbe ground with- 
out protection from 
the heat. 
As it 


was, a good portion of the assemblage 
were provided not only with a floor 
and comfortable 
seats, but also with a 


temporary 
roof to shield

from 


the heat of the sun. 


THE CO UNBR STONE. 


A block of granite, with a facing 


12x22 inches and a widtli of 18 inches, 
was swung upon a derrick and ready 
to be deposited 
in place. 
In the top 


there was an aperture for the reception 
of the 
treasure-box. 
This box was 


made of copper, six by nine inches in 
bredth 
and length, 
and four inches 


deep. 
In it were deposited the follow- 


ing articles: 
A Bible; a copy of the

geles connty, delivered at the last ses- 
sion of the institute, by Mr. A. T. 
Hawley, the Legend of the San 
Ga- 


briel Bells, a piece of gold quartz, the 
by-laws of Los Augeles and Pentalpha 
Lodgee, F. & A. M., and the constitu- 
tion of the Grand Lodge of the State, 
made up the list of deposits. 


THE 
CEREMONIES 


Were 
opened 
by the 
band playing 


"Auld Lang Syne." 
A prayer 
was 


then prououucea 
by Key. J. M. Camp- 


bell of 
the 
Fort 
Street 
Methodist 


Church, aud this, in turn, watt fol- 
lowed by a hymn impressively 
ren- 


dered by the choir. 
The real ceremo- 


nies of the occasion then commenced, 
Grand Treasurer 
Samuel 
Meyer de- 


positing 
the articles in the box and 


placing it in the stone, 
which was 


then 
lowered 
to position. 
Several 


Brother Masons officiated at the rope 
aud tackle and the stone 
was lowered 


slowly, the band meanwhile playing a 
solemn strain. 
Grand 
Master 
S. 
C. 


Foy then tested the stone with square, 
level and plumb, 
and pronounced 
it 


correctly 
placed. 
The corner 
of the 


treasure-box 
was then 
securely 
sol- 


dered and the aperture 
in the stone 


closed by a marble slab laid iv cement. 
Deputy Grand Master J. D. Bickuell 
then presented a silver bowl filled with 
corn, aud the Grand Master scattered 
the grain upon the stone 
as a symbol 


of plenty. 
Wine and oil were also 


gresented 
by Senior Grand Warden F. 


. F. Temple and Junior Grand War- 


den Geo. W.Hinds, aud these libations 
were in turn poured upou the stone as 
symbols of refreshment 
and gladness. 


Then 
the Grand Master invoked the 


blessing 
of Heaven 
upon the 
work 


commenced, 
and 
the 
grand 
honors 


were done by the lodge. 
After this, a 


short 
address 
was 
delivered 
by the 


Grand Master, a hymn by the choif 
followed, and 
the 
ceremonies 
were 


concluded by an address 
delivered by 


Rev. A. M. Campbell. 


THE address 


Was opened with a beautiful allusion 
to the laying of the corner stove of 
Solomon's Temple, two thousand eight 
hundred and eighty-seven 
years ago, 


from which had sprung 
the Order of 


Freemasonry. 
He delivered a beauti- 


ful encomium 
on the principles of the 


Order, stating that allare amenable to 
its laws, which are the grand laws of 
morality. 
Practical 
and speculative 


Masonry were 
compared 
and aptly 


illustrated. 
The speaker afterwards 


made more direct allusion to the cere- 
mony which they had just performed 
and to the church for which they had 
laid the foundation stone. Tbe address 
was eloquent and impressive through- 
out, and we regret that we are unable 
to give a more complete synopsis of it, 
for want of space. 


Sam' 1 Prager acted as Grand Marshal 


of the Day, and to him belongs 
the 


credit of the faultless manner inwhich 
the whole affair was conducted. 


THE BUILDING 


Ia located on tbe East side of Spring 
street, between First and Second. 
It 


is to be built of frame, 
gotbic style, 


and the main portion 36jx70 feet. 
The 


sills and joists have already been laid, 
the frame-werk is up and the building 
under good headway. 
The front will 


have an 
ornamental 
finish and the 


sides and rear rustic 
style. 
On the 


left will be a mock tower, and 
on the 


right a spire 90 feet in height, taste- 
fully proportioned 
and 
ornamented. 


The entrance will be through 
double 


doors iv front, leading into an ample 
corridor and thence through an inner 
doorway to the auditorium. 
On the 


right willbe stairs leading to the'gal- 
lery and on the leftait entrance 
to die 


Pastor's studvr-a room about ten feet 
square. 
Tu#auditorium willbe 35x00 


feet in the clear. 
The height of ceil- 


ing Will be 21 feet on the sides and 36 
feet in the centre, forming an 
irregu- 


lar or elliptical arch. The whole finish 
ofthe interior is designed 
to be 
neat 


and substantial 
aud after the latest 


and most approved style ofchurch ar- 


chitecture. 
The pews willbe of some 


hard finished 
wood, with panels 
and 


scroll arms. 
Immediately 
over the 


door is a gallery 10x26 feet,which may 
be used for seating the choir or for au- 
ditors. The arrangements for the pulpit 
are of the simplest 
aOd most practical 


kind. 
They 
contemplate 
simply 
a 


platform slightly raised from the floor 
and 
surrounded 
by 
a chancel 
rail. 


Within will be a small octagonal 
pe- 


destal in lieu of the old style pulpit 
desk which hides a good portion of the 
minister from the sight of his congre- 
gation. 
The 
church 
when 
finished 
will accommodate 
between 
four and 


five hundred 
people. 
Its estimated 


cost 
is $10,000, although 
it is hoped 


that it willrun something under that 
figure. 


The plan of the edifice was drawn by 


Mr. E. F. Kysor, architect. 
The build- 


ers are Messrs. 
Price & Hooe, a firm 


recently 
from 
Memphis, 
Tennessee. 


They appear to be thorough and driv- 
ing workmen and will no doubt turn 
out their work "upon honor." 
They 


expect to have the building completed 
and ready 
for 
occupancy 
in about 


three months.
